CAPSULE 
by Bill Gray 


Three measures designed to enhance the higher edu- 
cation opportunities or economically and socially disadvan- 
taged youth made progress in the Legislature early this 
month. 

The Senate Education Committee approved a bill (SB 
125) by Senator Mervyn Dymally of Los Angeles, which 
provides for admission of a limited number of ‘‘college-able” 
deprived youth who are not ‘‘college-eligible” under present 
standards. 

In addition, the Senate Finance Committee approved 
Dymally’s SB 38, which makes subsistence grants available 
to state scholarship winners who are so needy they cannot 
take advantage of scholarships. 

SB 125 was contested by Senators Bradley (San Jose), 
Schmitz (Tustin), Grunsky (Watsonville), and Richardson 
(Arcadia) and the bill was passed on a roll-call vote. 

Their concern was that the bill discriminates against 
non-deprived youth who are equally college-able although 
they would tend to discriminate in favor of minority race 
applicants, and that the program would divert such stu- 
dents away from the junior colleges, which Grunsky held, 
are designed to accomodate those who do not qualify for 
state college or university campuses. 

SB 38, which provides for 500 subsistance grants for 
each of the next three fiscal years, was amended to specify 
that recipients must be winners of state scholarships. This 
put the bill in identical form with a Dymally measure that 
passed both houses last year, but was vetoed by Governor 
Reagan. 

Dymally noted that the governor has endorsed the 
concept, but has warned that the cost, estimated at about 
$400,000 for the first year of full operation, will be the 
decisive factor. 









Submission of a $300 million higher education construc- 
tion bond act to the state electorate next November is pro- 
posed in a bill (SB 705) by Senator Albert S. Rodda of 
Sacramento. 

The bill is a response to the administration’s reduction 
of higher education capital outlay funds in the 1968-69 
budget. The bonds would be for state college and university 
construction only. 

A separate junior college construction bond proposal 
of $65 million was approved for a vote in the June primaries 
by the 1967 Legislature. 





Without discussion, the Senate Finance Committee ap- 
proved Senator Albert S. Rodda’s bill (SB 200) and sent 
it to the floor. 

SB 200 defines the diversified major for elementary 
teachers and permits the state colleges to allow a major 
in education if the courses are taken in subject matter 
departments, not in departments of education or educa- 
tional methodology. 

The diversified major definition is needed, according 
to Rodda, because the colleges failed to come up with one 
and, consequently, diversified majors have been neither of- 
fered nor obtained.

To California Colleges 


Allocations totalling 
$8,259,470 will go to the 
California colloge system in 1968 
through the Educational Op- 
portunity Grants Program. Of 
this money, SSC will receive 
$117,000, 


Education Opportunity grants 
for undergraduate students range 
from $200 to $800 per year 
and are matched by other forms 
of assistance from the college. 
The grants are awarded to eli- 
gible students who would be 
unable to attend college without 
such assistance, 

According to Algard P, Whit- 
ney of the financial aids office, 
SSC awards aid through the 
‘package approach’’, Money for 
each student generally comes 
from several sources. Scholar- 
ships usually make up about one- 
third and loans another one-third, 
with help through the work-study 
program making up the balance. 

The amount given to each stu- 
dent through Educational Oppor- 
tunity grants is determined by the 
amount of parental assistance 
which can be expected. Accord- 
ing to the regulations of the pro- 
gram, the first responsibility 
for a student’s education rests 
with his parents. If the student 
is emancipated, he must submit 
a financial statement indicating 
his income status, 


Whitney stated that about 2500 
applications have been received 
by his office requesting aid for the 
1968-69 school year, The dead- 
line for these applications was 
April 15 but a few are still 
coming in. 


He explained that due to the 
tremendous demand, all the funds 
available will probably be used 
next year. Because of this, he 
continued, ‘in all fairness to 


those people who applied on time, 


we must consider them before 
any others.’ 

The over $8 million dollar 
allocation to California is 
the most awarded to any state 
in the nation. It will go to 121 
institutions and will assist 16,199 
students. The state with the al- 
location closest to that of Cali- 
fornia is Dlinois with $6,120,860. 
Wisconsin comes next with 
$4,105,280, 

Allocation for the 285,466 
Educational Opportunity grants 
awards total approximately 
$132.7 million, 


The Office of Education in 
Washington, D.C. announced the 
award of 50 contracts for the Edu- 
cational Talent Search program, 
which, like the Opportunity Grant 
program, is authorized by the 
Higher Education Act of 1965, 


Under the Education Talent 
Search, the Office awards 
contracts to educational jasti- 
tutions or related groups. They, 
in turn seek out young people 
who need financial assistance 
or motivation for college or vo- 
cational training and point out the 
opportunities awaiting them, 


According to a_ statement 
released by the office, much of 
the work of the Talent Search 
contractors is on a person-to- 
person basis with the young 
people they help, The contracts 
cover the nation, reaching into 
city slums, remote and depressed 
mountain and rural areas, and 
small towns. Many of the people 
helped are from minority groups 
and almost all of them are poor. 

The estimated cost of the 
Talent Search contracts is $2.9 
million. For information regard- 
ing specific contracts under Tal- 
ent Search, contact Hugh Sat- 
terlee, U.S. Office of Education, 
Washington, D.C. 20202.

The fact that only 1 to 2% of 
the negro high school students 
in America will score above 500 
or the College Boards and thus 


be admissable to college is a 
fact which must be faced and 
dealt with Dr. Charles Hurst 


of Howard University, Washing- 
ton, D.C., addressed himself to 
this problem last Thursday as 
he spoke on ‘‘Teaching Standard 
English as a Second Language to 
the Negro Student.’’ Inhis speech 
before the English faculty and 
students Dr. Hurst cited present 
programs as at Antioch 
and Stanford as only ‘‘tokenism”’ 
in the face of such an enormous 
problem 

Pointing to remedia! pro- 
grams as derogatory to the stu- 
dent and resulting, as in the 
past, in failures, he advised a 
program modeled after Southern

Illinois University -a program 
designed to fit the individual! 
student. Such a program would 
combine tutoring and financial! 
help. Also of utmost import- 
ance is the need to teach the
